III. The above National Empowered Conunittee will he the l^hest policy making 
body for the National Manuscripts Mission. The Committee sl^l co-ordinate, dii^t,; > 
monitor and approve the annual budget and annual action plan for the Mission, The 
Mission Director shall function as Member Secretary of the Committee. 

IV. The term of office of non-official members shall be two years. The Government 
may, however, terminate the membership of ^y member before the completion of the 
above term without assigning any reason or may reconstitute the National Empowered 
Committee as deemed proper. The Government may co-opt any other person as a 
member on the Empowered Committee or invite such persons as may be necessary as 
special inVtees. 

V. The Empowered Committee shall meet at least once a year and as often as the 
Chairman may consider necessary.
